One of Stendhal’s Novels. 
Red and Black. By Stendhal Translat- 
ech by Charles Tergie. Brentano's. 

Back at the beginning of the modern 
French novel—in the early days of the cen- 
tury—there stands a curious and little known 
figure who is claimed equally by the realists 
and by the psychologists as the founder of 
their school. To Henri Beyle, better known

Julien goes forth for the red blood 
of the woman who has defeated his ambi- 
tions and, finding her kneeling in church, he 
shoots her as she prays. He is arrested, 
tried, anch guillotined, but not until he has 
first inflicted upon the reader some fifty 
pages of analytical reflections on the glory 
of passion and revenge. 

As a study of a certain type of vicious hu- 
manity, ‘‘ Red and Black has its uses, and 
it has its passages of undoubted power, 
though the book is too wordy and too misan- 
thropic for wide popularity.

German Work on Socialism. 

Socialism and the Social Movement in the 

Nineteenth Century. By Werner Som- 

bart. G. P. Putnam's Sons. 
This is,*as the title implies, a history of the 
social movement, which, beginning about the 
middle of the last century, has been steadily 
gaining in power, and is represented best by 
the term socialism. Professor Sombart is a 
teacher in the University of Breslau, and the 
substance of his book was first delivered in 
1896 in Zurich in the form of lectures. The 
translation is by the Rev. A. P. Atterbury, 
pastor of the Park Presbyterian Church,

It would be saying little for this book to 
refer to it as a valuable contribution to the 
literature of the subject. It is that, but its 
value is not in its championship of any par- 
ticular theory of social development, but in 
its fine historical insight into causes, and the 
careful review it gives of the various social 
struggles of the century. He defines a 
social movement as the aggregate of all 
those endeavors of a soc 
directed to a rational overturning of an ex- 
isting social order to suit the interests of this 
class. The modern social movement is 
socialistic because it is uniformly directed 
to the establishment of communal owner- 
ship, at least of the means of production.“ 
This is intended to take the place of the cx- 
isting method of private ownership. 

The movement is not only avowedly social- 
istic in purpose, but it is distinctively a pro- 
letarian or workingmen’s movement. 
Added to this are certain conditions that are 
characteristic: the specific misery springing 
from the modern economic system; a reor- 
ganization of all the older forms of life ona 
more or less communistic basis; and finally 
the peculiar spirit in which the social move- 
ment exhibits itself, intensity of life, 
nervosity, revolutionism.” 

After making these distinctions plain Pro- 
fessor Sombart proceeds to the history of the 
movement. He regards Owen as a utopist, 
and yet admits that “ all the germs of later 
socialism are contained in Owen's system.” 
Likewise, he has little to say for the English 

movement as a whole, because it rejects 

class strife as the chief means of ‘social 
change. Everything with Professor Som- 
bart is utopian that does not proceed on the 
principle of the Greek motto that War is 
the father of all things.“ He confesses that 
heis with Wallenstein, the realist, as against 
Marx, the idealist. “I, for my part,“ he 
states, am skeptical concerning all optimiis- 
tic explanations of history.“ He believes 
with Karl Marx that “ the history of all so- 
ciety thus far is the history of class strife.”’ 

“It is only through struggle,’’ he con- 
tinues, that the most beautiful flowers of 
human existence bloom. It is only’ struggle 
that raises the great masses of the common 
people to a higher level of humanity. What- 
ever of culture is now forced upon the masses 


warrant for the hope that they can be de- 
veloped into new and higher forms of culture 
lies in the fact that they must tise through 
their efforts; that step by step they must 
fight for their rights. It is struggle alone 
that builds character and arouses enthusi- 
asm, for nations as for classes.

PHILIPPINES NOT IN THE ‘MARKET. 


A nonsensical rumor has recently been 
revived in the London tables to the effect 
that the United States is willing to exchange 
the Philippine Islands for the British West 
Indies. Such a swap would be the height 
of folly on our part, and it is safe to say 
that nobody has ever given such a scheme 
two thoughts. The Philippines as a piece 
of commercial real estate are worth ten 
times as much ag the British West Indies, 
which consist of the small, worn out Island 
of Jamaica and a dozen little sprats of 
islands that nobody hears of except when 
they are swept by a hurricane. Ninety 
per cent of the inhabitants of the British 
West Indies are slothful, enervated Afri- 
caus, and the whole group is not worth as 
much to us as the city and harbor of Manila 
alone. 

To make a fair trade for the Philippines 
it would be necessary for Great Britain to 
add the whole of the Dominion of Canada 
to the bargain, having first obtained the 
consent of the Canadian people. Even 
then British commerce would have the bet- 
ter end ot the bargain, for England would 
continue to sell as much to the Canadians 
after they had become citizens of the United 
States as it did before. On the other hand, 
we would be giving up a promised share in 
Asiatic commerce which we can now gain 
by holding the Philippines. Our Asiatic 
islands would be of enormous value to Eug- 
land in its Chinese commerce. The ex- 
change would strengthen the British posi- 
tion and help Englishmen to maintain the 
open, door to their vast trade in the far 
East, but withogt.a foothold of any kind 


on the other side of the Pacific the open 


door would do uslittlegood. = 
Thus, even with Canada thrown in, the 

exchange would be but a jughandle affair. 

Great Britain would add immensely to its 


export and import trade, just as Holland 


has done by its control of Java. We would 
add nothing at all to our foreign trade. 
Even the Demoératic. Boston Globe is alive 
to the vast commercial importance of the 
Philippines, as it has demonstrated in a 


strong editorial article on this subject with- 


in the present week. Grandma Hoar should 
read that article. and it would not hurt 
Billy Mason to read it, too. No Senator 
can act wisely upon the Philippine ques- 
tion without understanding the immense 
commercial importance of those islands to 
any trading nation. 

It would ‘gratify American pride and 
ambition to extend our boundaries to the 
north pole and to obtain some valuable 
lumber and minerals, but it must not be 
forgotten that if we ever take over Canada 
we shall also have to assume the Canadian 
debt of about $300,000,000, while the 
Canadians would have to stand only for 
about one-fifth of that debt—say $60,000,- 
000 or 670,000,000. Furthermore, we should 
have to divide our Senatorial power with 
seven or eight Canadian States, while with 
the Philippines we need do nothing of the 
kind. Possession of the Asiatic islands im- 
plies no new State power and no changing 
of the present political balance. It means 
only an enlarged tropical commerce, a larger 
market to buy and sell in, a wider grasp 
upon the commerce of the high seas, and a 
gateway to the trade of Asia’s teeming mil- 
lions—all without in the slightest degree 


dislocating our home affairs. : 


All rumors of schemes to swap off the 
Philippines may be set down as false, wher- 
ever they hail from. The Philippines are 
not on the market for sale or exchange. 
Even if we wished to trade them off we 
could not do it without raising a European 
row. The great powers all look upon our 
tenure with complacency, but if we once 
made a move to hand them over to Great 
Britan the larger part of Europe would 
be up in arms against such a disturbance of 
the Asiatic balance of power. The United 
States will keep the Philippines, thereby 
benefiting both itself and them.

Those State Legislatures 


TRYING TO which failed to elect United 
ELECT States Senators on the first 
SENATORS. trial are making slow prog- 


ress. Only one of them chose 
a Senator yesterday. That was the North 
Dakota Legislature, which chose Porter J. 
McCumber to succeed William N. Roach, 
Democrat. Mr. McCumber is a Republican, 
a lawyer by profession, and a fine speaker. 
The deadiocks in Wisconsin, Nebraska, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Montana, Utah, and Washington are un- 
broken, ahd there are no indications in most 
of those States of speedy action. If the 
anti-expansionists in the Senate keep on 
talking against time, as they have been do- 
ing, and thus defeat the ratification of the 
treaty with Spain at this session, the Presi- 
dent certainly will call a special session of 
the Senate at once. Those Legislatures 
where the Republicans are in the majority 
should bear that fact in mind and manage in 
some way to elect their Senators so that they 
may take their seats on March 4 next 
necessary.

Great Britain has given 


Joint RULE Egypt a most liberal share 
FOR THE in the honors of war and in 
New SouDAN. the government of the new 


Soudan, but the British 
gtasp continues firm upon the vital feature 
of sovereignty—the treasury. The convention 
between Egypt and Great Britain arranged 
by Lord Cromer makes the whole Nile 
country more than ever a British depend-. 
ency, and by utterly ignoring the Sultan it 
practically sunders the weak lines by which 
Turkey has been supposed to hold the 
Khedive under its suzerainty. The Khedive 
is apparently given all power over the Sou- 
dan, but on close examination it will be seen 
that he can do nothing without the consent 
of the British government. He will appoint 
the Governor General of the Soudan, and the 
Governor General will have absolute power, 
both legislative and executive, but this func- 
tionary must be approved by Great Britain 
before he can be appointed, and he cannot be 
removed without British consent. In like 
manner the customs regulations are prac- 
tically an extension of those of Egypt and 
are subject to the same British rules as are 
those of Egypt. The customs regulations 
are liberal, for all that, and the degree of 
autonomy allowed is fully as great as the 
Egyptian government can reasonably ex- 
pect or competently handle. The policy of 
Great Britain in organizing this protectorate 
in the Soudan may profitably be studied 
closely by the Washington authorities when 
they come to formulate a colonial govern- 


ment for the Philippine Islands. 


ONE YEAR OF TAMMANY. 

A single year of consolidation with Croker 
in the saddle has made New York sick of the 
whole business. The taxpayers dre crying 
out for relief from the impositions of Tam- 
many, und the press of the city is call- 
ing on a Republican Legislature to take 
some action. 

The assessment of real estate in the 
Borough of Manhattan, according to the 
World's figures, has been increased 
$307,000,000. The budget for the year 
reaches the enormous sum of $93,520,000. 
The tax rate, which was 51.91 per $100 
the year before consolidation, has been 
raised to $2.60. The World says: 


The taxes on real estate holdings in this bor- 
ough have been increased on an average fully 50 
per cent, and in many cases 100 per cent and over, 
while personal property largely escapes, and the 
city government is certainlyeless efficient than it 
was two or three years ago in nearly every par- 


tleular. 


When taxation is pressed to this limit 
it becomes confiscation,“ says the World. 
Henry George theories do not Icok so rosy 
to the World when put into force. The 
Herald tells the people that it is truly a 
delightful situation that confronts them at 
the end of the consolidated city’s first year 
under Tammany rule and says: 


To begin with, we have an increase of 330 mil- 
lions in the assessed valuation of real estate in 


the Department of Taxes and Assessments puts 
it, the taxpayers of these two boroughs are saddled 
with ‘‘a mortgage of about 300 millions a year 
for all time, with a tax rate ranging from 2 to 2% 
per cent, equaling from 6 to 7 millions a year.“ 


President Feitner’s logic is sound. An 
increase of gross valuation without a cor- 
responding reduction in the tax rate to 
equalize it amounts to the same as a per- 
petual: mortgage increase. It is a fixed 
charge from which the taxpayer cannot es- 
cape any more than he could from an or- 
diary mortgage. It becomes an incum- 
brance, impoverishing him, and never being 
paid off. But it is what the chronic tax- 
eaters dote on. The bigger the valuation, 
the higher the tax rate, the more rejoic- 
ing there is in Tammany Hall.

Where is this money to be used? For 


what is it needed? The answer is that a 
number of enormously expensive public 
works are being pressed forward “ with a 
precipitancy that at least challenges in- 
quiry.”

The Marietta and Annapolis are 
both fitted with the new water tube boilers, 
and their success is regarded as an important 
demonstration of the superiority of that type 
of boiler. Another interesting fact men- 
tioned is that under forced draft the tem- 
perature in the flreroom of the Cincinnati 
rose as high as 205° in the vicinity of the 
‘blowers, so that the commanding officer had 
his face scorched while investigating the 
matter. The moral is that the forced draft 
blowers must be differently placed. 


TAXATION OF LIENS. 

An old friend is going to turn up at 
Springfield shortly. A Senator from the 
southern part of the State is going 
to introduce a bill for the assessment 
and taxation of mortgages and other 
evidences of indebtedness which are a lien 


on real or personal property, and the ex- 


emption from taxation of*so much of the 
value of the real estate or personal proper- 
ty as is represented by the incumbrance. 
The author of this bill, like the authors 
of similar measures which have been in- 
troduced in past years, will tell the farmers 
that this is a measure to transfer to the 
“money lenders” the duty of paying a 
part of the taxes which the farmers pay 
now.. 

Previous Legislatures have had too much 
sense to be caught by this chaff; Prob- 
ably the present Legislature is as intelli- 
gent as its predecessors. Presumably a 
majority of the members understand al- 
ready that while such a law might help 
some farmers whose farms are mortgaged 
now, it would a direct injury to all 
farmers who wished to renew old loans 
falling due after the law was enacted or to 
make new loans. . 

Wherever the owner of a mortgage can 
be persuaded or forced to list it and pay 
taxes on it, the taxes of the owner of the 
real estate will be reduced. But the As- 
sessors have not been successful in the past 
in discovering the owners of real estate 
liens and making them pay taxes thereon. 
There is not much reason to believe that 
future Assessors will be any more suc- 
cessful. In that case the owners of in- 
cumbered real estate will get no “ relief.” 


If, however, stringent laws are enacted 


which make the taxation of liens possible, 
then all lenders of money will in the future 
charge borrowers on real estate security 
higher rates of interest than at present. 

The owner of capital who is going to 
part with the use of it for a term of 
years will ask enough more than the 
ordinary use of interest to make good to 
him all the taxes he will have to pay 
during the life of the loan, and as, for 
all he knows; the taxes will be increased 
a little, ygar by year, he guards against 
that by making the interest rate a little 
higher than if it were certain that the 
tax rate was to remain unchanged. So 
the borrower pays the taxes the State 
collecta on the loan and a little more. 

Thus the borrower is injured instead of 


being benefited. This is what has hap- 


pened in every State where an attempt 
has been made to collect taxes from per- 
sons who have let others use their capital, 
taking in return security for its repay- 
ment at some future date. This is what 
would happen in Illinois if the foolish ex- 
periment were tried here. |

ARE SALOONS does not cure it. Most of 
A the good people who work 
Nrcnssrrr? so hard for its abatement 
have never entered saloons 
and are ignorant to some extent of the real 
motives which influence a large class of peo- 
ple in spending their time and money for 
drink and the associations of the barroom. 
This point was brought out clearly at a re- 
cent meeting of the Church Temperance so- 
ciety in New York. Among those present 
were several Bishops, Ambassador Joseph 
H. Choate, and Dr. Morgan Dix. Bishop 
Potter, in speaking of The Church and 
Intemperance,“ said: 


The saloon is a social necessity, in so far as the 
recreative instinct in human beings makes it a 
social necessity. You will forgive me if I.say 
that the saloon exists in New York tonight because 
you and I have given our brothers no better thing. 
It is for you and I to see what we can do for these 
brothers of ours to meet this want, which is just 
as righteous in them, however perverted, as that to 
satisfy which we come tonight or go tomorrow. 
There ought to be in every block a place which 
will give to them and to you and me opportunity 
for refreshment without the peril of intoxicating 
drinks. Here, I want to say, is the opportunity 
for capital. The misery of our philanthropy today 
is that it is so far divorced from intelligent busi- 
ness principles. 

Dr. Dix expressed his commendation of 
the society for its devotion to the sacred 
cause of temperance and common sense, and 
in that it was not bound to “ the radical and 
utterly impracticable measures that bring 


dishonor upon the cause of temperance.”

The 
enormously preponderating evidence is that 
the people have not been tested on that or 
any other point, so that nobody knows what 
they want.

generally support are merely repeating the 
reasoning which threatened last spring to 
tie our hands with a fatal recognition of 
the so-called Cuban Republic of Cubitas. 
A part of the people, and no one knows how 
large or small a part, support the claims 
of Aguinaldo. The United States has no 
means of knowing whether he is a usurper 
of the basest sort, a mere hireling of a for- 
eign power, or a real representative of the 
inhabitants. It has absolutely no right to 
force him upon these inhabitants as their 
tyrant without their authority. If the ma- 
jority of the people are behind him there is 
not the slightest evidence of it.

‘with courtesy. There is no truth whatever 
in it, and. the administration, rightly or 
wrongly, has carefully refrained from using 
its power against Aguinaldo, although, be- 
ing entirely in the dark as to his right to 
represent anybody, it would be justified in 
suppressing him as a mere disturber of the 
peace. No expression of the wishes of the 
population can be obtained, whatever ft 
would be worth, until. armed resistance to 
the authority of the United States has 
ceased.

archipelago have neither the training nor 


the capacity for self-government has been 
testified to by all who have had to do with 
them, whether among the Spanish authori- 
ties or our own, or among the intelligent 
English and German business-men and trav- 
elers who have furnished our government 
information on the subject. We broke down 
Spanish rule there, and by that act made 
ourselves responsible to the civilized world 
forthe preservation of order, with protection 
to fife and property, till a better rule could 
be established. Since then Spain has agreed 
to turn over her sovereignty there to us. 


This may be, as some eagerly insist, a bur- © 


den, not a gain, for us. At any rate, it in- 
volves a plain and instant duty; which we 
cannot shirk without dishonor.—New York 
‘Tribune. 


* Aguinatdo Merely a Trespasser. 
We hear a great deal from the anti-ex- 
pansionists about the rights of the peo- 
ple of the Philippines, as if the inhabitants 


of that great collection of islands were one 


homogeneous people e@ccustomed to self- 
government, and now about to be deprived 
of it by the United States. The anti-expan- 
sionists cannot get it out of their heads that 
this incoherent,mass of varying degrees of 
civilization or \savagery is a nation com- 
posed of highly developed persons having a 
uniform and clear political ideal, which they 


have asserted by their arms and are able to 


maintain by their wisdom. Apparently Sen- 
ator Hoar, for instance, supposes that the 
natives of the Philippines are patriots like 
the best leaders of the American revolution, 
and that Aguinaldo and Agoncillo are men 
like Sam Adams and Joseph Warren. 

The absurdity of attribtiting to the Philip- 
pines the American ideas of freedom and in- 
dependence is obvious. Certain persons, for 
purposes of their own, have got up a gov- 


| ernment in the Philippines, recently ceded to 


the United States. Therefore the United 
States must yield to these pretenders and 
not only tolerate but protect them in the 
exercise of their self-assumed powers in its 
own territory, to which it has title by con- 
quest and will soon have title by treaty. 

As against the United States the so-called 
Philippine republic has no rights. It is a 
trespasser. The military and ultimately 
the civil power of the United States can be 
trusted to provide for the security and pros- 
perity of the islands. But whatever the 
United States may do or not do in the Philip- 
pines hereafter, they are now practically 
American territory, for the completion of our 
title to which only one stepis wanting. The 
rights of the United States must prevail over 


the claims of any so-called government.

The young nobleman’s mother, so long 
known as the Princess de Sagan, is enor- 
mously wealthy, and was anxious to take ad- 
vantage of her first born’s trouble to obtein 
from him a renunciation of his birthright to 
the Dukedom in favor of her second boy, 
Boson, who is her favorite. 

But the Prince of Wales pointed out to her 
that by acting thus she would not only in- 
cur universal obloquy at home and abroad, 
but would likewise besmirch with shame and 
filth one of the grandest and most illustrious 
of the historic names of France, a name 
which she herself bears. So, with consider- 
able reluctance, she furnished the money 
which enabled the compromise to be effected. 

I do not know what the new Prince de 
Sagan is doing at present. When last I 
heard of him a few months ago he was earn- 
ing an honest livelihood by the manufacture 
of rubber tires for bicycles and automobiles, 
having the active management of a factory 
for the production of the same in the out- 
skirts of Paris. 


The New Year's honors in England have 
brought a handle to the name of at least one 
American girl married to a foreigner. For 
by the grant of a Knight commandership to 
Henry Howard, now British Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to the court of The Hague, his 
wife, a daughter of George W. Riggs of 
Washington, D. C., becomes Lady Howard. 

Sir Henry Howard was for many years 
connected with the British Mission at Wash- 
ington, was indeed one of the most popular 
secretaries of Sir Edward Thornton, and 
has since then been stationed in turn at 
Peking, Copenhagen, and Paris. He is pre- 
eminently what is known at the Foreign 
office in London as a safe man.“ That is to 
say, he obeys orders, and does not endea vor 
to play to the gallery. 

This is perhaps due in a measure to the 
training which he received from his father. 
Sir Henry Howard, who devoted his long and 
well spent life entirely to the diplomatic 
service of his country. 

The newly Knighted Sir Henry Howard is 
a cousin of the Duke of Norfolk, and a mem- 
ber of the family of which the little premier 
Peer of the British realm is the chief. 


Sir Charles Hall, who has likewise re- 
ceived from the Queen a New Year's gift in 
the shape of an appointment to.membership 
of her Privy Council, which carries with it 
all sorts of privileges, comprising that of 
the prefix of Right Honorable,” is well 
known in the United States through having 
represented the British government at the 
international marine conference held at 
Washington a few years ago. 

While in the United States he was exceed-" 
ingly attentive to Miss Leiter, and his en- 
gagement to her was frequently announced. 
But she ultimately preferred in his stead 
George Curzon, and is now as Lady Curzon 
the Vicereine of India. 

Sir Charles Hall is one of the most intimate 
friends and cronies of the Prince of Wales, 
to whose household he was attached in the 
capacity of Attorney General until elected to 
the lucrative office‘ef Recorder of the City of 
London, which carries with it a salary of 
320, 000 a year. 

Aithough renowned for his severity on the 
bench, and for his belief in the efficacy of the 
cat o' nine tails as an instrument of justice, 
he is one of the most popular men in English 
society, a capital raconteur, a frequent 
guest at Sandringham and at Mar Lodge, 
and an organizer of those periodical and 
matchless dinners which are given by him 
in honor of the Prince of Wales at the old 
Garrick club. If I remember aright he was 
almost the only witness of the marriage be- 
tween the present Duke and Duchess of 
Devonshire. 


I have been freqently asked of late by 
readers for information regarding the Prin- 
cess of Wrede, who is cutting so wide a 
swath in New York, and attracting no end of 
attention by the magnificence of her rai- | 
ment. 

The question is the more easy to answer 
as she has during the last few years been in- 
viting a considerable amount of attention in 
Europe at any rate to what may be de- 
scribed as her matrimonial misfortunes. 

She is of Russian origin and her maiden 
name is Maldamer. At one time she seems 
to have been connected with the operatic 
stage and io have made a professional use 
of her voice. 

She then became the wife of a Russian, 
Dr. Dubransky, but did not find in him the 
happiness which she had sought and ac- 
cordingly abandoned him. | 

She thereupon became the wife of Prince 
Adolphus of Wrede, who is a chamberlain 
of tne Prince Regent of Bavaria and a mem- 
ber of an old family of the Bavarian nobility. 

The Prince subsequently discovered that 


bransky she was not legally divorced from 
her Russian husband. On the strength of 
this he obtained from the courts cf his 
country, that is to say Bavaria, a decree 
annuling the union which he had contracted 
with Mme. Dubransky at Paris, and a few 
months afterwards he married at Geneva a 
wealthy South American widow of the name 
of Benites, with whom he now makes his 
home at Madrid. 

The former Mme. Dubransky thereupon 
appealed to the Parisian courts, insisting 
that the Bavarian tribunals had no right to 
annul a union which she had contracted in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
French law at Paris. 

The French couris, which move with 
almost incredible slowness, have no yet 
given a final decision of the case. But there

Only the playing of Mme. Carreno saved 
yesterday's Chicago Orchestra concert at 
the Auditorium from being the dullest of 
the season. Even the concerto which Mr. 
MacDowell has added to the not overlarge 
list of American compositions would not 
attract particular attention if the personal- 
ity of the player did not lend it a spurious 
interest. 

It is a modern composition, written, like 

many piano concertos, more for the sake of 
showing off the pianist than anything else, 
with a great deal of manner but not much 
depth, owing much to Wagner, as is usual in 
modern compositions, and punctuated with 
loud blares from the brass band, which har- 
monized poorly with the piano part. There 
is, however, the usual spirited finale, which 
gives the soloist an opportunity to fly at 
the piano with that mad rage which, how- 
ever dull the rest of the composition may 
be, always rouses the house toa high pitch 
of enthusiasm. 
Mme. Carreno is one of those pianists 
whose work it is impossible to consider dis- 
passionately. In the loud passages she uses 
a pounding method which would certainly 
arouse opposition if indulged in by any other 
player; her effects are often blurred, and 
her expression often exaggerated. But she 
endows her whole work with such ardor and 
emotion, she so dominates the audience 
by reason of her strong personality, that 
she must needs be accepted at her own val- 
uation. And, after all, she is an artist and 
an enthusiast, and that means more than 
any kind of perfection in technique. . 

‘The house was crowded for an afternoon 
performance, and the pianist—always the 
most popular of all the band of virtuosos, 
Paderewski possibly excepted+-was obliged 
to respond twice to the demand for encores, 
Of course the demonstration was most grat- 
ifying in many ways, but the player was 
evidently tired after her arduous exertions 
in the concerto, and save for the fact that 
she is always charming in whatever she 
does, the scraps which she added to the 
program might well have been omitted. It 
was exceedingly gracious on her part to sit 
down, fatigued as she was, and play her oon 
little waltz, but in the meantime she was 
spoiling the effect of her serious work, and 
the audience, by its evident determination 
to have its money’s worth, was making a 
spectacle of itself which was in every way 
distasteful. 

It is difficult to remember a single instance 
in the last few years where an encore 
vouchsafed by a soloist at these concerts 
has not detracted from the pleasure of the 
program, if exception is made of the Mar- 
riage of Figaro,” as sung not long ago by 
Mme. Sembrich, and that is hardly a case 
in point, because a vocalist is rather an 
anomaly at these concerts from any point 
of view and one song more or less makes 
little difference.

Echo of Memorial Hall Differences De- 
_ veloped by a Bill in the Leg- 
islature. 


An echo of the differences between the 
Board of Trustees of the Chicago Public 
Library and the G. A. R. over the mainte- 
nance of Memorial Hall is thought to be con- 
tained in the bill filed by Senator Milchrist 
at Springfield on Thursday, which was to the 
effect that three of the library trustees shall.

Clark. D. D., of the United Society of Chris 
tian Endeavor, has undertaken to set before 
Endeavorers certain principles to be consid- 
ered in determining the attitude of the meg 
bers of the society as to imperialism or na 
tional expansion. President Clark says: 
The great questions involved are BoD 
whether expansion will increase our exports 
or imports, not whether it will invole® 
great standing army and a vast navy, not 
whether it will increase our national prem 
tige and importance, not whether it wil Rr 
| volve a strict or a liberal interpretationg 
the constitution, not whether it will io 
the shelving of the Monroe doctrine, 
whether or not imperialism will en 
America better to perform its mission among 
the great nations of the world as a civil 
ing, uplifting, and Christianizing force,” ~ 4 

In enlarging upon the matter, Press 
Clark continues: “‘ On this subject thems 
room for decided differences of opinion, Ws 
should not be led on by dazzling visions 
national greatness, which certain imp 
ists would dangle before our eyes; nor shoul 
we be scared out of our duty by the 
fears of some who dare not attempt grea 
things for God and humanity.
